street S. W., London, bow planchette, 
the latest London craze, has 
from 


time Immemorial been one of the rec- 
ognized means In China of communi- 
cation with evil spirits. 


She had lived, she said, In the par- 


ticular province known as "Demon- 
land," where the native idolatry was 
bound up with spiritualism. She bad 
found there waa real power In this 
Idolatry and necromancy, and 
had 


known cases of healing worked by 
these natives who professed to cast 
out evil spirits. 
She was convinced 


that they did in reality cast out the 
spirits, "but there," she said, "you 
stand face to face with the unveiled 
powers of hell." 


She went on to give Instances of 


exorcism by both Cbristlaus aud Chi- 
nese. 
The Chinese had for a long 


time obtained communication with bad 
spirits by the use of mediums and of 
planchettes. The latter were formed 
from a sieve with a pencil attached 
to one side. Two persons placed their 
hands on the sieve, aud the pencil 
would then write messages. She had 
herself known of 
one Instance in 


which a great flood was accurately 
foretold by a planchette; she believed 
the murderous Boxers were all pos- 
sessed by devils. 
Her opinion about 


the planchette was that it worked in- 
telligibly only with those who yielded, 
to its influence, and that its Snfluence 
Increased with repeated use. With 
those who did not yield the planchetta 
refused to work, and the result 
n unintelligible

mined. 


On the banks of the classic Mor- 


mon slough, at a point where the 
mass of polluted truck intersects Stan- 
islaus street 300 men, 
women and 


children of staid old Stockton stayed 
all April fool's day and night and in- 
fested the new Uoldfleld. 
Up to their 


hips these 
people squatted in the 


mud, pushing and surging, and not 
giving away an inch of the land they 
claimed as their own. 
With 
rocker 


and pan and ladle and tin cup these 
seekers after quick riches stuck to the 
mud and 
struggled 
to 
sift the 


gold from the sediment of the slough. 


That gold was found is a fact, and 


those who stood on 
the banks and 


scoffed and those who jeered wondered 
when the excited panners 
toward 


night made 
good to the 
value of 


$1,000 in coarse gold particles. 


Many amateur miners would not 


leave the diggings duriug the night, 
but 
procured lanterns and worked 


through all of the hours of darkuess. 
The bank of Mormon slough for over 
a block alongside the diggings was 
lined with delivery wagons, buggies

Decay of Lemons. 


Some of our best lemon-growing 


districts are having rather more than 
tho usual trouble with lemon 
rot. 


The malady is not cotined to the cur- 
ing houses where ita manifestations 
occur in tho largest measure. 
On the 


contrary its origin seems to be in the 
orchards. 
So prevalent has 
this 


Irouble become in one locality that 
the growers are experimenting 
with 


preventives, iu one case a 
solution 


of bluestone being used to disinfect 
the rind of the fruit. 
Lemon rot 


has been 
observed in Florida for 


years, aud the early groves of Califor- 
nia lost heavily twenty years ago from 
this diaotise. Whether thia fungus is 
ideulical wilh the early 
manifesta- 


tions we have no means of knowing, 
as no description of the early troubles 
seems to havo boon preserved. 
Wo 


may expect lemon decay to have at- 
tention from the new pathological sta- 
tion when it is eatablishad. —L. A. 
Times. 


Eggs for Hatching. 


The selecting of the eggs ia the first 


and moat important; mutter in the 
hatching of chicks. 
Very Jurgo eggs, 


small eggs, eggs sharp at botti ends, 
eggs that havo protuberances, thiu- 
sbelled eggs, and auch, should be dis- 
carded, aa it ia a waste of timo using 
them. 
Kgga should be of normal size, 


perfect in shape, smooth and fresh. 


About Alfalfa. 


The following notes are gleaned 


from a bulletin issued by Purdue 
(Indiana) Experiment Station: 


Alfali'a 
ia rich in 
flesh forming 


nutrients and ia excellent for feeding 
with corn or other starchy foods. 


It ia more digestible than rod clover 


and ia not far behind wheat bran iu 
feeding value. 


it ia an excllent aoil renovator, 


gathering nitrogen from tho air, open- 
ing up tho aoil and bringing largo 
quantities of mineral food .from 
tho 


subsoil. 


Tho aoed bed must bo deep and fine- 


ly prepared aud about 20 pounds of 
good seed per 
acre should bo used. 


The eeed ahould be lightly covered 
with a burrow or weeder. 


It may be aown cither with or with- 


out a nurae-crop. Tho nurao-crop ia 
to be recommended where woeda aro 
likely to bo troublesome, 
but 
it 


ahould in all cnaea be cut 
for hay 


aoon after it heads out. 
A half seed- 


ing of oats or beardless bailey makea 
a good nurse-crop. 


Inoculation will bo uoceasary in 


nearly all cases and ahould not be 
neglected. 


A good dressing of farmyard manure 


will aid materially in securing a good 
stand and vigorous growth. It will 
also facilitate the inoculating process. 


During tho first ^season the growth 


should be cut 
down every timo it, 


reaches a height of five or six inches. 
Whore a nurse-crop is used thla treat- 
ment ahould also be practiced
